somuch better, if an end had been put to the Organisation some 
time ago, so that a SWAYTHLING could have helped to bury it, as a 
SWAYTHLING assisted to bring it into life. For a long while before 
he did so, there were abundant reasons why Lord SWAYTHLING by 
resigning would have consulted the best interests of the community. 
The chief among those reasons was that he had become clearly out 
of sympathy with the members of the Federation, even if they had 
not become out of sympathy with him. But there was never any 
doubt that his resignation, without a successor being found, whose 
calibre, mental, moral, religious, and social, was equal to the task, 


meant the cértain dissolution of the Organisation. As soon as Lord 


SWAYTHLING resigned, that dissolution became inevitable and it 
is now only a question of how long the final agony is to be 


endured. For, with deference to everyone concerned, there does not 
appear to be anyone able and willing to occupy the Presidentship. 
The suggestion that Lord SWAYTHLING should. return is.a natural 
one, but it is hardly one that can be deemed practicable. If he 
returned, it would be ipso facto minus any prestige he may once 
have possessed and which was not sufficient to prevent the course 
which the Federation has taken in recent years. Moreover, there is 
a large body of the Federation that dees not wish him again to be 
President, and it is hardly likely that a man like Lord SWAYTHLING 
would care to go through the inevitable annoyance and trouble of 
such a position as that to which he is asked to resume. He could be 
much better occupied in arranging the decent burial of the Federa- 
tion by means of an amalgamation with such a body asthe United 
Synagogue. In the necessary negotiations for that purpose, his 
experience and ability might prove valuable. The community 
will note with regret the impending resignation of Dayan CHAIKIN. 
He has been a good and faithful servant of Anglo-Jewry, for many 
years, since he undertook the important and onerous office which 
he is now relinquishing.

Out of Town. 


By Mentor. 
WEEK or two ago a correspondent, writing to THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, referred to the ways of some of our 
Ministers, particularly when out of town. He showed 
how these ways were singularly inconsistent in practice 
with the doctrine the Ministers preach 
Observation teaches me that the 


from their pulpits. 
correspondent by no means 
vhausted the catalogue of such lapses as those to which he 
eferred. He could have got together, had he made but slight 
earch and enquiry, a far more extensive list. To a certain 
class of Jewish Minister, a holiday is not a holiday which does 
not release him from certain obligations to which he feels him- 
self bound only by the payment he receives. Or, to put it another 
way, unless there is granted to him a respite from a considerable 
portion of the minutiae of the Mosaic Law. “out of town” is for him 
10 holiday. To be sure, what I have called these lapses are deviations 
from Jewish practice, concerning mainly the Sabbath observance 
and the observance of Kashruth—that and nothing more—and 
nothing less. And I have noticed how there are gradations in 
the lapses. A cigar will be lighted much earlier before Sabbath 
is ended in Boulogne than in Folkestone, while in Folkestone the 
hour of terminating the Sabbath varies for cigar purposes consider- 
ably more, in fact has far wider latitude, than nature has assigned 
itor than is appliedto it in London. Mufti is resorted to by those 
who would never think of appearing without the regulation stock 
when at home, and the restraints to which I have referred seem to 
be thrown off with the distinguishing clerical garb. As I say, 
what the correspondent alluded to, and what | have to some 
extent elaborated, can be laid at the door of only a certain Class of 
our Ministers. And I suppose that if truth were known the real 
difference in their religious conduct, when at home and when out 
of town, is that they are much more careful to hide their lapses 
when in their " parishes’ than when they are away. 

Itoccurs to me, however, that it is somewhat crude and superficial 
to.cry out against these Ministers in the way that the correspondent 
to these columns did. Iam not sure that from one point of view 
these lapses are not commendable. Because the laws these men 
temporarily set at defiance are laws in which they do not believe, 
and their abrogation of them is an assertion of their conscience, 
even though it be but temporary. I think it far more reprehensible 
that men should practise as religious obligations what they bave 
no respect for, merely because they are in receipt of payment 
for a job that involves at least an outward and pretended accord 
with these obligations, than that they should pay no violence to 
their consciences when they can abstain from so doing with 
impunity to their livelihood. It may, of course, be argued that no 
nan should undertake an office in the demands of which he did not 
believe. and that he reduces religion to a farce in doing in London, 
Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool or Birmingham, what he is glad to 
abstain from doing when away from home, and so far as he knows 
from the eyes of those who are acquainted with him, 

But except that the letter from the correspondent, a 
reference to which I have made, impelled me to write on the 
subject at all, my purpose is not in the least either to pillory 
Ministers or to encourage the view evidently held by the corres- 
pondent that there is any more obligation on a Minister to practise 
what he preaches than there is upon a lavman to behave in accord- 
anee with principles behind which he ostensibly ranges himself. 
There is no more harm and no less in @ Minister lighting up his 
cigar before Sabbath has come to an end, when travelling abroad, 
although he rigidly waits for enjoying the irresistible weed when 
he is at home, thanthere is in the like disregard of the Sabbath 
regulations by one of his congregants who even when at home does 
not mind kindling fire and pufting smoke on the Seventh Day. 
Kashruth is as obligatory upon a layman as it is upon a Minister ; 
and I resent very much the implication that there is some sort of 
deeper binding in these matters upon Ministers because they are 
paid, and that the layman can do as he likes because he does the 
paying. Let us in this matter at least, shake from our minds cant 
and humbug. A salary does not make &® man @ saint, nor does a 
Wage fix his belief. A man may act in accordance with what is 
required of him by the salary and he may do the bidding of the one 
Who affords him the wage. But these do not constitute true belief 
or true observance, And if I may be allowed to employ the simile, 
I think it were well that we laymen noted the beam in our own eye 
before we drew attention to the mote in the eve of our Ministers. 
The fact is that the disposition the Minister shows when on holiday 
to shirk the obligations of the Law, not a few laymen exhibit even 
Without the holiday enticement. A vast number when out of 
town not alone forget the duties of faith which Judaism places upon 


them, but do their utmost in every way and in all things to hide the 
basic truth that they are members of the House of Israel. This I 
regard asa much more venal offence than even the eating of trefah 


food, or the inroad made upon the Sabbath through the love for the 
Lady Nicotine. 


Indeed, the whole attitude of the Jew oui of town is a deplor- 
able one. In nine cases out of ten, he throws aside his Judaism 
relentlessly. The obligations of his faith cease with him with the 
labelling of his baggage.’ Even those who from year in to vear out 
behave as if they had sent their luggage in advance, do not cut 80 
poor & figure as do those whom [have in mind, who think they must 
behave as Jews at home and behave as non-Jews out of town. I met 
®& man the other day and our talk fell upon his coming holiday. I 
suggested a certain seaside resort, and I mentioned as one of the 
advantages of the place that there wereaSynagogue and congregation 
there. He laughed. “ My dear fellow,” he said, “ I don’t go out of town 
to goto Shool!” That is the spiritto which | am directing attention, 
because it affects the children who go out of town with their parents 
and who, with their logical little minds, cannot perceive why it is a 
sin to break the Sabbath in London and not in Llandudno, or that 
kasher food is obligatory in Manchester while you can eat what you 
like-in Margate. Nor do these children understand why they must 
go to Services when they are at home and say not a single prayer in 
public when they are away. The child who for a month or six weeks 
in the year is thus divorced from Jewish practice has a great 
inroad made upon its budding religious faith. I have more than 
once suggested that it would be a good thing if under some 
organised arrangement public services in the open air could be 
devised for Jewish children at seaside towns where there are 
likely to be many of them during the holiday season. Where there 
are Synagogues, these open air services ought not to be needed. 
It does seem to me dangerous to the Jewish future of children to 
deny them all access to Jewish worship and practice for some weeks 
each year, particularly as the Jewish observance they can see in 
the apartments in which they live must be of the most tenuous kind. 

In anything I have said, I hope I have not appeared to offer the 
least excuse for a lapse on the part ofa Minister from the observance 
of Jewish Law under the allurement of a holiday. My point is that 
it is not only unfair, but absurd and fatuous, to select one sort of Jew 
and subject him to the pillory of resentment and blame, when you 
allow another sort of Jew to do precisely the same without complaint 
and much more regularly, I know that the questions I have done 
little more than hint at or suggest, go deep into the roots of our 
very communal being. I know the difficulties that some people 
experience in bringing their religious obligations into accord with 
the social demands upon them. The out of town question is but a 
variant of the marrying out question. Both of them, like number- 
less others, depend so much upon the sort of nexus that we can 
devise between our duty as Jews and our obligations as units of a 
non-Jewish society. The Chief Rabbi has promised to show us how 
that nexus can best be formed—how men and women can live the 
lives that Judaism asks of them while they are living the lives 
that their Englishry, or their Americanism or what not, expects of 
them. I would not for worlds forestall Dr. Hertz’s prescription 
But it seems to me that the whole matter is, after all, in a nut-shell 
a comparatively tiny nut-shell—it is a question of willingness in sacri- 
fice. The man or the woman who believes and feels that Judaism hag 
its rightful claim upon his or her life will be content to make the 
sacrifice, whatever it may involve, necessary meet the obligation. 
The trouble is that the belief in the right of Judaism to demand 
this sacrifice is rare and, it seems to me, is growing rarer day by 
day, month by month, and year by year. Shall we make the sacrifice

Mr. S. Alman’s Synagogue Compositions. 
From Mr. D. M. DAVIS. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sin, Mr. S. Aliman mentions, in your issue of 28th May, that in 
‘The Voice of Prayer and Praise,” Nos. 85, 86 and 87 and 223, which 


comprise settings of dshre the words Tchillah Ledavid are omitted. Of 


course they are, Mr. Alman scems to have missed the scope of the book, 
which is a handbook of congregational, or choral, singing. Tehillah 
Ledavid are merely two introductory words. They form no integral 
part ofthe Psalm. Mr. Alman quite fairly admits that it is under- 
stood that they should be spoken by the officiating Minister at 
the reading desk and are not intended to be sung by congregation or 
or choir. Words specially for use by a Minister are therefore only included 
in “The Voice of Prayer and Praise” when such are essential, as 
“cues” for the congregation or choir. The many other sections of 
Chazanuth in that work are either to be sung in unison or are harmonised 
for choral singing. Although “ The Voice of Prayer and Praise” docs not 
contain music specially intended far the Chazan, such appears in my 
companion volume, “Text-Book of Chazanuth for every service of the 
year” a book which will be found as helpful and practical for the Chazan 
or student of Chazanuth as “ The Voice of Prayer and Praise” has proved 
to congregations and choirs.— Yours obediently,

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Obituary. 


DEPUTY Dr. VASZONYL (Hungary). 


The death has occurred at Be 4en, at the age of fifty-eight, of Deputy 
Dr. Wilhelm Vaszonyi, former Minister of Justice in Hungary, and leader 
of the Hungarian Democratic Legitimist Party. The deceased, who was 
4 native of Suemeg, had remarkable gifts of oratory, and while still a 
student became the leader of Budapest University. He led the move- 
aent against duelling in Hungary, and later started a campaign for the 
ficial recognition of the Jewish faith. His efforts met with success in 
1395, when the law granting recognition was passed. He remained closely 
jentified with communal and religious life, and at the time of his death 
was Vice-President of the Budapest Jewish community. He was elected 
. Deputy for Budapest in 1901. A few months ago Deputy Vaszonyi was 
‘he victim of an attack by Awakening Magyars in the street, and received 
erious injuries to the head. The deceased is to be accorded a public 
ineral by the Budapest Municipality. 


Dr. L. M. SIMCUONI (Berlin). 


Dr. I. M. Simeboni, who passed away in Berlin recently at the early 
we of forty-two years, was highly respected for his researches in Hebrew 
scholarship. Born in Slutzk, Russia, he came of a family which had 
supplied many ornaments of the Rabbinate.. ‘The deceased studied under 
sachau, Delitzsch, and Meyer. His publications include a Hebrew 
translation of Josephus, a handbook of Jewish history, and a history of 
the Chazars, and he was a regular contributor to the HATEKUPFAH. At 
‘he time of his death he was engaged in preparing several articles for the 
Encyclopedia of Jewry. He was a member of the Editorial Board of 
that publication, and Editor of the Department of Ancient History up to 
the close of the Talmudic Period. 


. It has been the good fortune of the Jesmond Congregation during the 
cleven years of its existence ‘to secure the services of a succession of 
carnest and capable honorary workers. Among these a place of jhonour 
must be conceded to Mr. Morris Marks, who passed away after a short 
iiiness on Sabbath last. The deccased was a founder of the Jesmond 
Synagogue, its President for two years and a member of its Council until 
the time of his death. He was also onc of the most valued of its members, 
and held a unique place in the counsels ahd in the affections of his 
co-workers.

It will help us in our sad Office of this afternoon if we proceed in the 
Spirit that would have appealed to the Jewish mind and heart of our 
beloved friend, Fred Spiers, to understand the setting of this passage in 


the Sth chapter of the Book of Numbers, from the standpoint of Rabbinic 
interpretation. The Menorah is described in only one or two brief telling 
words. It was made of pure gold, beaten, chaste, from the base to the 
flowers. Substance and decoration were alike of gold. Its light shone 
from seven lamps, one in the centre, three facing east and three facing 
west, so that the six looked towards the central lamp, which was the 
honoured one. Together they lit up the sanctuary of God with a rich 
profusion of illumination. The lamps were fed with pure olive oil. 
MMS TMT ow. It is a long and intensive process which produces oil 


from the olive. It involves industry, patience and perseverance. Thus 
men learned that only the purest and the best were worthy to light up 
the sanctuary of God, and that. the fruits of industry and faith were 
essential in the service of their Father in Heaven. Nor was the lighting 
ofthe Menorah an occasional slight office that could be performed at any 
time. The lamps had to be constantly cared for, oil to be supplied every 
day so that it should burn perpetually. Thus in another passage we read 
TON ‘AES AN Sy “He shall order the lamps 
upon the pure candlestick before the Lord continually.” It was part of the 
daily routine to keep the light burning so that it should never be 
eXtinguished. Little imagination is required of those who knew and 
loved Fred Spiers to associate his work and character with the function 
of the Menorah, 
WAS PURE GOLD 

from the base thereof tothe flowers thereof. The man himself and all 
the manifold expressions of his rich and beautiful nature in which we 
were wont to delight, were chaste and pure like fine gold. To the 
Sanctuary of our communal life he brought the pure oil, the result of 
industry and faith. He was a-tireless worker, a painstaking student, and 
aman of unshakable faith. If in the ancient Menorah half the lamps 
faced east and half faced west and all six were directed towards the 
central one, so did he divide the light of his genius. True to Jewish 
counsel, he combined his worldly avocation with the study of Torah. It 
may be truly claimed for him that he turned half his bright intellect 
towards the west and half towards the east. This union of Vorah and 
Derech Eretz enabled him to pursue his scientific studies, to attain fame 
and due recognition in that branch of science which he made especially 
his own, to enrich himself from the storehouse of modern culture to 
follow with keen and penetrating understanding the movements of the 
western world, while at the same time he gave part of himself to 
distinctly Jewish ideals, to study, to research, and to Jewish practice in 
all.its forms. And if we carry the metaphor further, both sides of his 
activity were directed towards the central light, the perpetual light which 
spoke to him of the eternity of Judaism. Whatever he said or did, his 
words and deeds were suffused with that rich inspiration which flows 
from a heart attuned to the habit of walking with God. Judaism to him 
was not the answer to an occasional call to prayer or work. Like the 
Menorah it became his perpetual light kindled from day to day, continually 
fed by his energy and enthusiasm, the central point towards which every 
thought and every action naturally turned. Our friend was 

A SON OF THE SANCTUARY. 
For the atmosphere of the true Jewish home is the sanctuary of the 
child. His first words which the childish lips could lisp were his Hebrew 
prayers. He venerated the memory of his saintly father, a wise teacher 
in Isvael, under whose guidance and that of his pious mother he was 
reared in the loving discipline of a strict Jewish home. Asa child he 
always accompanied his father to the Great Synagogue, and the early 
impressions formed there remained with him to inspire him throughout 
life. Those who can recall these early childhood days speak of him asa 
child, modest and unassuming, reverent and simple. He ne ‘r changed. 
Modesty, simplicity, that sweet shyness which is so lovahe when it is 
natural, were characteristics that one always associated with him. The 
more one dwells upon the amazing love and upanimity with which friends 
have eulogised him both in the press and in public and private meeting, 
the more does one come to realise that he must have been unconscious 
of the power he wielded or the influence he exerted on so many lives. He 
never paraded his gifts or asserted his opinions as inferior men are wont 
todo. He habitually gave the impression that if any one else could have 
done the work he did nearly as well, he would gladly have stood aside 
and yielded position as to an equalor superior. Few men could have had 
more friends, and these drawn from so many different walks of life and 
from so many different shades of mind. His friends loved to welcome 
him to their homes. With old and young and with children he was on 
terms of affectionate intimacy. He was like a bright light that shone 
and radiated its beauty allaround. Although the distinctly Jewish side 
of the work of Fred Spiers is uppermost in all our minds, it must 
not be forgotten that his achievements in the domain of scientific 
research were by no means insignificant. He was a strenuous worker 
at school and at college. He was a graduate in science at the London 
University. For more than twenty years he had filled the position of 
Secretary of the Faraday Society, whose publications he also edited. He 
was, too, Secretary of the Institute of Physics. His services as consulting 
engineer were often requisitioned by important firms. His chief scientific 
labours were in the direction of chemico-electricity. He seems to have 
been possessed outside the community, as we know he was inside, of 
great organising powers, for he helped to promote scientific conferences 
and exhibitions. Those who are competent to appraise this side of his 
work agree in describing him as a potent and deservedly popular influence 
in scientific circles. His services during the war, discharged quietly and 
unobtrusively as was all his work, gained for him a well-merited distinc- 
tion.’ His associates and colleagues have already testified to the sense of 
personal and public loss occasioned by his early death. But it is Fred 
Spiers, the student, the communal worker, the Jew, whom we are met to 
commemorate. It is of 


THE LIGHTS THAT FACED THE EAST 
that we seek to catch the glow. He owed the love of Jewish study to the 
home influence. The love early fostered became an absorbing passion. 
It led him to explore the highways and byways of Hebraic literature. 
He had a wide knowledge of the Bible ; Rabbinic literature was no sealeg 
book to him who for years learned with a teacher and thus tasted the 
fruits of Talmudic lore. His mind, naturally scientific. was, to borrow a 
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patristic analogy, naturally Jewish. Science and faith worked in harmony, 
and all his reading was a stimulus to deeper Jewish consciousness. He 
was one of a band of earnest young men who, a few years ago, gave 
the community a strong apologia for conservative Jewish belicf and 
practice. He was a quick and retentive reader who maintained a 
knowledge of current Jewish Books. “Not study but practice is the prime 
object.” He was true to this dictum. He threw himself heart and soul 
into educational work. How he laboured in the cause of religious educa- 
tion, sparing neither time nor strength ! What enthusiasm he brought to 
bear upon the routine of committee work! What practical sagacity he 
displayed in the consideration of the technical details of class organisation ! 
How kindly and painstaking was his periodical inspection of schools! 
How gentle his strength, how strong his sympathy! Teachers and pupils 
were drawn to him and bound by cords of love. All this is common 
knowledge attested by colleagues on the Jewish Religious Education 
Board and the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. He was one of 
the prime movers in the foundation of this latter body to whose labours 
and labourers our Judaism in London is so deeply indebted. It is to be 
feared that he spent more than he could afford of time and strength in this 
love which was perhaps the greatest of his life. How we shall miss his 
genial presence, his wise understanding, and his never failing sy mpathy !

*“TLOVINGKINDNESS AND TRUTH.” 

The “SM shown to the dead is FON Sp %5n the kindness of truth. He 
belicved this and he set before himself as a great Mifzvah the work of the 
Chevra Nadisha. It is not work which appeals to all, nor is it work 
which is performed to attract the gaze or win the approbation of men. It 
is work carried on by men and women who prize above all else the 
performance of religious duty. For many years he was one of that 
zealous band in the Metropolis, serving first as Secretary and afterwards 
as Treasurer. 

Ile would have wished us to remember him as one who had espoused 
with genuine fervour the Zionist cause. His standpoint was one which 
we would naturally expect from one of his outlook and temperament. 
He held fast to the religious claims of Zionism and his sympathies were 
on the side of the Mizrachi movement, which seeks to emphasize Jewish 
allegiance. His keen logical mind was never better displayed than in the 
friendly arguments with some of us whose doubts as to the wisdom of this 


movement he would seek toallay. That was such a delightful aspect of- 


our friend. No one could argue with stronger conviction, yet with such 
abilicy to see another's point of view. He wassingularly free from aggres- 
sion in ¢very form. He was a stranger to acrimonious debate, he never 
wanted to enjoy the pleasure of scoring a point Over anadversary. Others 
will tell ef his efforts to promote Jewish brotherhood in connection with 
the B'nai D'rith. Lis lamp shone there in a society of men banded 
together in a philanthropic mission symbolised by the Menorah. He held 
the dignity of President, and right from the inception of the order in 
London he was a staunch advecate ofits principles. Could any man have 
been more’ worthy to stand for brotherhood, could any man have lived 
more in accord with the high ideals of the movement? To him may be 
applied the words of Job: “ When his candle shone upon my head and 
when by his light I walked through darkness.” It was that ever present 
sense of the light of God shining over his head that illumined the glorious 
path he trod among his fellow men. These are some of the many interests 
that engaged the busy life of this 
SERVANT OF GOD. | 
Their cumulative value and the zeal with which they were performed 
enshrine a precious lesson. It is nothing less than this, that in the 
sanctuary of God's world there is a place for each one of us to fill, and 
work for all to do. This service is the response to the spontancous 
desire of his friends that Fred Spiers should be honoured in death by 
an asscmbly for public prayer. If men are tempted to hold aloof from 
public service, let the life of such a man tell its story. What had he to 
offer? Wealth, possessions, munificent donations he could not give. He 
gave what was better and greater--himself, his enthusiasm. We seem 
to gather this same lesson from the Menorah and its setting in the Torah. 
The injunction to Aaron, in this chapter of Numbers, to light the lamps 
and keep them burning, immediately follows the account of the princes 
bringing their splendid offerings to the sanctuary. Day after day the 
process of princely munificence went on with an impressive monotony. 
As betitted their means they brought gold and silver and other evidences 
of their wealth. After such an imposing galaxy what was there left for 
the others? Some such thought as this must have passed through the 
mind of Aaron, according to the Midrash. Your work is to kindle the 
lamps, to supply the oil, to bring the enthusiasm, to infuse lifc into all 
those inanimate symbols of material wealth. The glory of the sanctuary 
is not measured by the grandeur of its external beauty or its rich 
decoration, but by the spirit of those who labour within its walls to 
declare the glory of the Gcd of all things. So it is with ourselves, within 
our community. The work of charitab'c and educational organisation 
will only procced when we can enlist the minds and hearts of men like 
Fred Spiers, We need not fear for the princes whe can and do lay their 
offerings of all the material wealth necessary for the conduct of our 
complex communal life. What we run the risk of losing is the impetus 
that comes from the steady and continuous stream of enthusiasts who 
infuse the life into the material before us. It is often a comparatively 
easy task to write a cheque, and like the princes of old, what one gives 
another gives. But is it not a contribution more wonderful and more 
praiseworthy when a man gives his 
PERSONAL SERVICE, 

his heart and his soul, his bodily strength to the cause of his people? It 
would have been an incomplete sanctuary after all the princes had heaped 
their lavish generosity upon it, had not the lamps of the Menorah been 
kindled to show forth the glories of the whole. This is the part played 
by men such as we now lament. Who will say that they are not the real 
moving force of Jewish endeavour, and that when they pass from our 
midst they leave a wide wide gap which it is difficult to M11?

SOME FURTHER TRIBUTES. 

The passing away of Frederick Spiers is more than the passing away 
of an individual, eminent, fondly esteemed, affectionately regarded, it is 
the passing away of an individuality—not alone the sorrowed passing of 
a person, but the sad sundering of a personality. It is a measure of the 
valued work that he wronght for Anglo-Jewry that Anglo Jewry has risen 
to realise its loss~-has risen to appreciate that it is of such stuff that the 
most precious fabric of the community is woven. An unofficial, but none 
the less real, leader of the community. he was of the coiners of many of 
the ideas that later grew current among the titular. A protagonist in 
left-wing Jewish spiritual thought and assimilationist activity has recently 
enquired, what was meant by “Jewishness” Probably no more graphic 
illastration could be afforded than the life and works of Frederick Spiers. 
His whole career stood as a refutation to the caricature of a Jewish 
Nationalist which anti—and pseudo—and other forms of hyphenated 
quasi-Zionist are so fond of drawing. Born of the most characteristic 
aristocracy of Jewish life, of rabbinal lineage, he represented the fine 
flower of Jewish culture, blended perfectly with the cultivation of an 
English gentleman. His leisure spelt service to the community, and 
service with him was a gift. Nor did service to his own community and 
to the Jewish National cause lessen his services to the Empire, of the 
Order of which he became an Officer. The patriotic services of Ziop+ 
to the British Empire should not go unrecorded. He inherited apArdent 
interest in Jewish education, and his enthusiasm, learning, ax ability 
were utilised to the full by those constructive elements apfong Anglo- 
Jewish educational circles which form so hopeful a feafure of con- 
temporary Anglo-Jewish life. The Jewish Literary Socfty movement 
had in him an active leader and worker of long standghg, and just as 
any Jewish sphere which attracted Frederick Spiers cofild be regarded 
as possessing the true hall-mark of Jewishness, so, ip~deed, could any 
Jewish sphere be regarded as thus endowed which spught successfully 
his aid. To our Liverpool Jewish Literary Society hq@ delivered a most 
vividly interesting lecture entitled “ Prophets and Kitgs,” and its worth 
evokes the hope that the various addresses he deBvered to Literary 
Societies throughout the country may be collecteg and published as 
siving for all time a glimpse of that prospect of Jewry which his own out- 
look so radiantly envisaged. One of his finest pieces fof work is probably 
his essay on “ Zionism and the Jewish Religion,” publjshed in the series of 
Zionist pamphlets issued during the war by THE ZiokistT. Eloquent and 
full of learning, it affords irrefutable testimony of that inter-dependence 
of Jewish Nationhood and spirituality of which Fred@rick Spiers was an 
outstanding and beloved exemplar.—From Mr. -RTRAM B. BENAs,

I have been away from town and have only just Jearnt, to my infinite 
sorrow, of the death of Fred Spiers. So again I takq up my pen to write 
a brief tribute to a departed friend. Frederick piers was a friend 
to all who knew him: his kindness, considqration and _ ready 
sympathy made him a friend on the first occasion onp had the pleasure— 
and a very real pleasure it was—of making his acq iaintance. I cannot 
speak of his professional attainments, but I do kgow, as others have 
already said, that his research work in the realms offscience strengthened 
and fortified his adherence to orthodoxy, backedgup as it was by deep 
rabbinic knowledge. I knew him best in his wor for Jewish education 
and his Zionist activities.

His real greatness we cannot yet estimate, until, piece by piece, the 
historian of the future will write of how much work of his has gone 
towards making Anglo-Jewry Jewish.

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PROPOSED MEMORIAL, 

The First Lodge of England of the Independent Order of B'nai Brith, 
With whose work the late Mr. F. 8. Spiers was closely associated since its 
foundation sixteen;years ago, has taken steps to establish a memorial 
to him. A Committee has been appointed which has decided to invite 
other friends and the representatives of other institutions to assist in 
organising this tribute. Full particulars of the proposed scheme will 
be announced shortly. 

In its last issue, THe CHEMICAL AGE says: The unexpected death of 
Mr. Frederick 8. Spiers, removes from our -science organisations a quiet 
but distinctive figure, whose constructive work will not end with his own 
career, Mr. Spiers’ chief interest was the Faraday Society, which he 
served with complete devotion. The success of its periodical conferences, 
was largely due to his gift for painstaking organisation and orderly 
arrangement of detail. During the war he stimulated the formation of a 
Nitrogen Products Committee of the Paraday Society, and as a result of 
this committee's reports, in part drafted by him, important researches 
were carried out by the Munitions Inventions Department. He also 
organised for the British Science Guild the snecessful exhibitions of 
British Science Products in 1917 and 1918. Mr. Spiers was keenly 
interested in all forms of applied arts and at one time was engaged in the 
production of decorative metal work by electro-deposition. The Gold 
Medal and Diploma of the Franco-British Exhibition held in 1908 was 
awarded for some of this work. When war broke out he devoted his 
knowledge and energies to munitions. All who knew him will lament 
the too early end of a useful and diligent life, in which courtesy and 
service were notable features,

RIDICULOUS PROCEEDINGS. 


Mr. Montefiore’s Vagaries. 


As briefly reported fast week, the annual meeting of the League of 
British Jews was held on Wednesday in last week, at the West Central 
Jewish Lads’ Club, Fitzroy Square, Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, O.B.E.., 
President, was in the chair. Apart from members of the Executive. there 
were less than half a dozen present. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the report, said that that 
meeting was not well attended and he had not expected it would be. He 
was very pleased it was poorly attended, because it showed that the work 
of the League was quictly accomplished and no outstanding burning 
questions which wanted thrashing out and bringing into the limelight had 
arisen. All matters that required attention had been dealt with unosten 
tatiously and quietly by the Hon. Secretary. No anti-Semitism existed 
in this country, there had been no outburst on the part of those who 
claimed that Jews were not ordinary citizens of the country, and that was 
one of the most gratifying results of the activity of the League during the 
past year. He had noticed that newspapers very rarely now, When they 
described a crime by a Jew, called attention to the fact that the accused 
wasadew. The League had always approached the papersin such cases 
and urged that there was no more reason for calling attention to the 
criminal Jew than the Catholic or Protestant. His religion had nothing 
to do with the fact that he was brought before the court. This was one 
of the ways in which the League had done good. Following on the 
dissolution of the Joint Press Committee which had been founded on the 
initiative of the League, they had resumed their functions of combating 
anti-Semitism with greater freedom. He had received a letter from a 
Mr. Gilbert asking the old questions ds to what the League had 
dione to facilitate the re-settlement of the Jews in Palestine. As tothe 
membership of the League, they were very pleased to accept as new 
members any people who cared. to pay the nominal subscription. 
They did not seek new members. Their membership was very much the 
same as it was when the League was founded. They were never founded 
forthe object of settling people in Palestine. They were anxious that 
any Jew, whether British or otherwise, who wished to go there should 
have the right and freedom to go in the same way as any British subject 
could. go to a British colony. Peace between Jews and Arabs was 
increasing under the able adiministration of the High Commissioner. He 
did not say it would not have improved under the late High Commis. 
sioner. But the prestige of British rule was making itself felt there as 
everywhere in the world. While they have every sympathy with the 
resettlement of Palestine they were a body of people who were quite 
happy with living in England, and were concerned to see that Jewish 
national feeling did no harm to them as citizens of the country in which 
they resided, 

Mr. W. BURSTEIN moved the re-election of the Council. 

Mr. LUCIEN WoL? in returning thanks on their behalf, said that 
anti-Semitism in this country might develop dangerous aspects were it 
not for the existence of the League and the vigilance exercised by the 
Executive. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, in moving the re-lection of the Hon. 
Officers, said that although they had had a quiet year they must not be 
led into any false security, because there were dangers both internal and 
external, The external danger was anti-Semitism which, though existing 
toa small and diminishing extent in this country, Was a considerable 
force on the Continent. The internal danger was their more extreme 
Zionists and Jewish nationalists, and the fact that the antagonists of 
Judaism hailed them as the only honest Jews who did not sail nnder 
false colours, seemed to him not to be lacking in a certain significance. 
[n the course of last year he had been criticised for his adherence to the 
principles of the League as well as for other matters which did not come 
Within the province of the League. He had been charged with 
“obtuseness” in not discerning the distinction. between the words 
“nationality ” and “nation,” and how by the use of these distinetions the 
Jews could be shown to be a nation and yet to belong to England and the 
other countries of which they were citizens. Perhaps he was obtuse. 
He only knew one sort of nationality and nation both of which were 
English, and he was content with one sort of meaning of the word Jew, a 
meaning which did not allow him to call an atheist a “ Prince in Israel” 
and “a prophet.” He trusted that in England no other meaning 
would become legal or recognised or required than the meaning 
that “Jew” meant a person belonging to a particular religious denomina- 
tion, neither less nor more. Plain men and even “ obtuse” men could 
understand that. It was with that meaning that they won their freedom 
and citizenship here, and with that meaning they would maintain their 
citizenship and freedom. The Chairman had said a few words about 
Palestine with which he was entirely in accord, but he desired to add a 
few words, not to contradict them, but just to supplement them on one 
point. It was quite possible—and prominent members of the League had 
Shown it was possible—keenly to desire the success of England's work 
in Palestine and of their Jewish venture there, and yet to abate no jot 
from the principles and ideals of the League. There were many kinds 
of Zionism, some perfectly innocuous, some, he ventured to think, the 
reverse. However they might wish for the success of Zionism, 
according to Mr. Churchill's description, of the right and legitimate 
Sort, in his famous White Paper, no one could deny the existence of 
that national spirit which kept alive and fomented the hopes and 
desires and machinations of the extremist party, of the men who 
wanted to make Palestine “as Jewish as England is English,” and 
who at the back of their hearts wanted a Jewish State and a Jewish, 
not a Palestinian, nationality. There was a danger lest the extremists 
Should use the work of the moderates for their own ends, That wasa 
thing which had happened in history again and again and the moral was, 
“maintain the League and be watchful and alert for dangers that may, 
but let us hope will never, arise.” He was told often that Jewish 
nationalists were good and law-abiding citizens. He had no reason to 


doubt it. At the same time, England, and, mutatis mutandis, other 
countries, needed something more than mere law-abiding citizens and 
asked its Jews to be something more. England asked Jews to harmonise 
their religion with a complete absorption of English culture and English 
Spirit. Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion were to be much more than 
law-abiding. They were to give much more to England than “law. 
abidingness.” He begged them not to shut their eyes to certain dangers. 
A fight had been going on in Germany on this very issue. Though those 
who thought with them won a round in a very important test, they had 
just now lostanother. That wassomething ofa blow. The “ Liberals” in 
Berlin had lost their majority upon the council of the community. These 
so-called “Liberals” were men who championed the principles of their 
League. And their chief antagonists, who won ten seats, were men who 
wanted all Jews in Germany to be law-abiding but who wanted them to 
be something more and other than simply Germans of the Jewish faith. 
These men who had been the second largest party had formed a bloc 
with two or three very much smaller partics and they had a majority 
of one. That was a somewhat serious circumstance and the moral 
again was “maintain the League and be watchful and alert.” He 
hal been censured for not having a certain quality, which was 
heard of a good deal and which was described by the noun “ Jewish- 
ness.” Fifty years ago the word was not known or spoken of as it 
was now. What was “Jewishness?’” Was it something purely 
religious? If it was something religious it was all right and they could 
not have too much of it. If it was anything else, he for one had no use 
for itatall. Was it a mysterious and undefined something which was 
called “ Jewish Culture”? Then in England, France, Italy and America 
they did not require it. It was something which was delusive and a snare. 
He did not pretend to read everything that was written about the League 
and its principles still less what was written about himself. But in addl- 
tion to being spoken of as something of a revolutionary he had also been 
spoken of as a reactionary. Here he took his stand with men like Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild, Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, Sir Francis Goldsmid, Sir 
John Simon and Mr. F. D. Mocatta. Their Jewishness was good cnough 
for him. It was religious and religious only. It wasthese men who fought 
for Jewish freedom and citizenship and won the battle with that Jewish- 
ness. With that Jewishness he urged them to maintain the freedom they 
won and to develop it.

And although they know that the League 
was born of spite and jealousy and like evil passions in certain individuals, 
they will not dissolve the nonsensical association in case it be said that 
they have had to “give way” to those who have had the temerity 
oppose them. They prefer forming a standing insult to Jews and Judaism 
in this country, and being the constant cause of anti-Jewish sentiment, 
rather than acknowledge that they took a wrong turning when they 
brought the League into being. The only counterweight possible is to 
expose, from time to time, the impudent assumption which the League 
coustitutes, and the annual farce is certainly useful for that purpose.

Jewish Health Organisation. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 

The second annual meeting of the Jewish Health Organisa- 
tion of Great Britain was held on Sunday afternoon last at Jews’ 
College. The Organisation is affiliated to the “O.Z.E..” the World Union 
‘or Preserving the Health of the Jews. Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman, in his 
Presidential address, pointed out that the Jewish Health Organisation 

s doing valuable work particularly in the collection of statistics 
rclating to the health and well-being of the Jewish people. The past two 
ars had shown a remarkable co-ordination of effort in the Society and 


ach really valuable work had been done in advisory, consultative and 
-dnueative capacities. 


There was, he said, more use in preventing 
cease than in curing it, and the Committee's investigations of hygienic 
nditions in Talmud Torah Schools was an example of this preventive 
cork. The Committee had proposed the attendance at each schoo! 
a medical officer who could introduce improvements in lighting, seating 
.ccommodation, medical attention for weak children, etc. Racial sensitive. 
4s should not blind us to the fact that there were certain diseases pre- 
valent among our people which needed investigation. Good work was done 
»y the Jewish Health Organisation in connection with the special care of 
myopic children in the L.C.C. schools. Negotiations were in progress 
with the Board of Deputies for the colleetion of accurate statistics on 
births, marriages, deaths and racial characteristics. These would prove 
invaluable in refuting statements made by careless or biased persons on 
Jowish matters. It was the aim of the organisation to concentrate on 
educative work and to stimulate public interest in the maintenance of 
health. In this connection, lectures by medical men to various societies 
had proved most popular. Dr. Salaman concluded by appealing for funds 
‘o enable the many doctors who gave their voluntary services to carry 
on the work. 

Dr. A. H. LEVY, in moving the adoption of the report, referred to the 
problem of private Chedarim, which were not affected yet by the fine 
work undertaken in conjunction with the Talmud Torah Trust, and where 
conditions were far from satisfactory. [It was for the community to say, 
in the last resort, whether their endeavours were worth while, and if so 
to support them in their work. He paid special tribute to the unflagging 
energy and organising ability of their Secretary, Mr. D. Tscherniakoff. 

Dr. CHARLES MYERS spoke of the necessity of having accurate and 
unbiased statisticians to collect data on all matters of Jewish interest. 
He gave some interesting figures showing that a greater percentage of 
Jewish children were above the intelligence norm ft)ian non-Jewish 
children of the same age. 

Dr. A, EICHHOLZ said that the precocity of Jewish children up to the 
age of twelve was remarkable, but that most of it was lost and deadened 
as they grew older. They must all work together for the building of a 
healthy Jewish race, for they had been pressed by the circumstances of 
their lives to realise the necessity of forwarding every endeavour in that 
direction and giving loyal support and service where needed. The name 
of the Jewish Health Organisation summed up in three words their aims: 
The furtherance of Religion, Learning and Research. . It was essential 
that they should have the co-operation of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
the Friendly Societies, voluntary charitable organisations, Welfare 
Centres, etc., in their work. 

Dr. MANDEL, in submitting the financial report, said they had been 
greatly assisted by the wor! of several ladies who had organised dances, 
etc. They were, nevertheless, in dire need of funds. The organisation 
was in no way a charity, but was carrying on essential research and 
preventive work. He would be quite satisfied to receive £1,000 per 
anhum to cover expenses. | 

After Dr. GASTER had spoken, a vote of thanks to the outgoing officers 
and Council was proposed and the new Council forthe year was elected. 

A vote of thanks to the Hon. Auditors and Salicitors was proposed by 
Dr. Y. KRUPENIA, who mentioned with appreciation the valuable help 
given by the Jewish Press in advertising their activities, meetings, etc. 


The Council of the Organisation has accepted the invitation of the 
Nation's Health Exhibition to send a representative to the Conference 
and to visit the Exhibition, now held at the Empress Hall (Junior 
Training Halls), Leicester. The Secretary, Mr. Tscherniakoff, B.Sc., has 
been elected as Delegate for this purpose, 

The Council has also accepted the invitation of the National Union of 
Societies for Equal Citizenship to take part in the Conference on Public 
Health (Smoke Abatement) Bill on June 22nd. Mrs. A. Model, Mrs. W. M. 
reldman, Mrs. W. Wolf, and Dr. W. M. Feldman have been elected by 
the Council as Delegates to attend the Conference and to report on its 
proceedings.

ANNUAL MEETING, 


The annual general court of the Governors and Subscribers was held 
last Sunday at the Institution, Nightingale Lane. 

Sir EDWARD D. STERN, who presided, in moving the adoption of the 
annual report, said that the work of that most remarkable school con- 
tinued to progress. It was rather distressing that there were not more 
pupils in the institution. That situation might be put down to the fact 
that the Education authorities encouraged their deaf children to attend 
their own schools rather than the Home. It wasa pernicious act, for it 
prevented the children from receiving any religious instruction. Last 
year, an International Conference of Teuwchers was held in London, and 
some of the delegates had visited the Zome. They were very much 
impressed with the excellent lip-reading of the children. The Scout 
Troop and the company of Gtrl Guides continued to be most successful 
features; both boys and girls thoroughly enjoy the work. If sufficient 
money was forthcoming, it was hoped the children would be able to enjoy 
afew daysincamp. The Rev. Michael Adler had examined the children 
in Hebrew and Religion. He said that bearing in mind the serious handi- 
cap under which the children suffered, remarkable results were produced. 
Nearly all the pupils on leaving the Home, continued Sir Edward, found 


“employment, and he was deeply grateful to the After-Care Committee, of 


which Miss Schlesinger was the Hon. Sécretary, for their excellent efforts 
on behalf of the children. During the year, Mr. Bernhard Baron had 
given a generous donation of £500, and they were very thankful to him. 
The Home was still in need of financial help. The Aid Society was 
performing a noble work. In conclusion, the Chairman paid a tribute to 
Miss H. Davids, the principal, and her staff. 

Mr. Percy H. JosepH, the Treasurer, submitted the balance-sheet. 
He said that there was a total increase of expenditure of £64. At the end 
of the year the overdraft at the bank amounted to £615, which sum has 
since been wiped off through the generosity of Sir Edward Stern, who 
had given the amount as a special donation. The sum of £560 had been 
received from the Aid Society. On behalf of the Home he expressed his 
thanks to Mr. Sol. Josephs, President of the Aid Society, Mr. L. 
Stephany, the Treasurer, Mrs. Israel Stephany, the Hon. Secretary, and 
other workers, for their arduous efforts in raising that sum. They were 
grateful to the organisers of a cinema performance which resulted in the 
sum of £138 being raised, 

Mr. L. STEPHANY said that it was scandalous that there were 80 
few subscribers to the Home from the community outside those who 
subscribed to the Aid Society. The donations for the year from that 
source only amounted to £134. He hoped the Executive Committee 
would take steps to form a strong Canvassing Committee to raise money. 

The TREASURER said that both the President and himself had 
made efforts in ithe city to enrol subscribers, but the response had not 
been satisfactory. The Aid Society embraced almost the whole of the 
community. 

Mrs. J. GLUCKSTEIN suggested the formation of an Appeal Committee 
to canvass for subscriptions. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

The re-election of Sir Edward Stern as President was moved by Mr. 
I. GOLDSTEIN, seconded by Lady Lucas, and carried unanimously. 

The Committee were re-elected on the motion of Mr. B. REECE, 
seconded by Mrs. L. STEPHANY. 


AID SOCIETY. 

Following the meeting of the parent institution, the annual meeting 
of the Aid Society was held. Mr. SoL JOSEPHS presided. He reviewed 
the activities of the year, which, he said, were satisfactory. He would 
like a better response from the community for an institution which was 
doing excellent work. The children were well cared for, and Miss Davids 
was a rea! “mother” to them. He was vacating the chair, but would 
continue to work for the institution. 

Mr. L. STEPHANY submitted the balance-sheet. He believed that a 
larger income would be obtained if more collecting boxes were distributed 
among the community. 

Mr. ECKERS seconded the adoption of the balance-sheet. 

On the motion of the TREASURER, seconded by Mr. PERCY JOSEPH, 
Mr. I. Goldstein was elected President of the Aid Society. Sir Edward 
Stern thanked Mr. Sol Josephs and the members of the Aid Society for 
their services.

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Italian Jewry in Renaissance. 


By D. KLEINLERER. 


Italian Jewry, once one of the most virile and powerful branches of 
the ancient Jewish tribe, began from the middle of the nineteenth century 
steadily to deteriorate numerically and culturally, till not long ago it 
appeared that it was about to shrivel up into a small and insignificant 
member of the Jewish nation. The country, which has produced great 
Jewish thinkers, men who had contributed to all branches of Jewish and 
veneral knowledge, the eountry in which Hebrew literature had reached 
its highest point of development by the work of the Rabbinical schools of 

tome and Florence, Leghorn and Padua, etc., was losing all contact with 
the other parts of Jewry. 

In Rome, that ancient city which had seen our fore-fathers driven 
through the streets by Titus, and which still preserved the triumphal 
arch which he had put up as the sign of his triumph over the unhappy 
Judea, apostacy had removed from Jewry its most ancient families. 
After 1870, when the victorious Italian armies had put an end tothe Papal 
rule, the Roman Jews had been liberated from their crooked narrow 
Ghetto streets, and in their daily contact with the rest of the population 
they had forgotten their independent Jewish national existence. Enjoying 
full equality of rights after the years of humiliation and persecution, the 
Jews of Italy embraced a new ideal—the ideal ofi becoming Italians. 
“We are Italians of the Jewish faith,” they declared. “Our native 
country is glorious Italy, our language is the beautiful Italian, our culture 
is the culture of Dante, Petrarch and Michel-Angelo.” 

To some, Judaism was still an old and venerable relic of the 
past which they cherished together with other ancient heirlooms; to 
others it was but a worthless ballast which they hastened to throw 
overboard. Italian Jewish youth looked upon Judaism as something 
exotic, something which had lost all its meaning, and had no justification 
for survival. 

A very vigorous assimilation movement was thus set afoot, which it 
seemed would soon put an end to the existence of Italian Jewry. In the 
last ten years the numberof apostacies and mixed marriages reached 
incredible heights, sometimes the situation became ludicrous. For 
instance, when the daughter of the President of the Jewish Community 
of Venice was married to the leader of the Catholic Party, many of the 
Jewish Communities in Italy sent telegrams of greeting and congratulation 
to the father of the bride and to the young couple. Another case: one of 
the most revered of Italian Jews is called up to the Torah on Yom Kippur 
and invokes the blessing for his Catholic sons-in-law. 

Yet even before the war, there were still left in Italy a few Jews who 
would have none of this assimilation, and who were determined to fight 
against it with al) their strength. They may be considered the fathers of 
the present Jewish renaissance in Italy. They were Carlo Caliniani, 
Amedeo Donati, Felice Ravenna, Dante Lattes and afew others, representa- 
tives of the so-called quality-Jews (FKbrei Qualitativi). Their number 
all told does not reach a score. They form the kernel ofa Jewish national 
organisation in Italy which has chiefly philanthropic aims. In Florence 
the same organisation has a slightly Zionistic tendency, but on the whole, 
nothing much is he inggaehieved, as the leaders of this movement have to 
encounter great difficulties because of the lack of interest among the 
Italian Jews, and the half-hearted initiative of the not too numerous 
workers. The post-war problems, the terrible persecutions of the Jews 
in Eastern Europe, increasing waves of anti-Semitism, the upbuilding 
work in Palestine, and the Zionist activity all over the world have, how- 
ever, awakened to a certain national consciousness the hearts of some of 
the more active workers in Italian Jewry. 

In 1919, Felice Ravenna founded in Bologna, the first Committee of 
the Zionist Federation of Italy. The Committee had to undertake a 
pioneering task which neariy broke the strength of its few members. A 
new Committee was elected at the Trieste Conference. At the same 
Conference a special National Fund Committee was elected, which has 
already achieved considerable results. Professor David Prater, Secretary 
of the Jewish National Fund for Italy, has in the last few years carried 
through a truly missionary activity. 
town.to town, appealing to the national conscience of the Jews. 

One of the most important events in the Jewish renaissance move- 
ment in Italy, however, was the Congress of the Jewish youth, which was 
held at Leghorn in November, 1924. This Congress was one inspired with 
the greatest of enthusiasm. It was a kind of confession of the erring 
Jewish youth, which had found its way back to its mother’s lap and to 
the sorarces of Judaism. Wonderfully moving was the speech made by 
the aged President of the Federation of Jewish Communities of Italy, 
Angelo Sereni. “ Youth,” he addressed the Conference, “ be a comfort to 
those who are about to leave this life. Be a symbol of the immortality 
of the Jewish nation!” — 

The impression made by this speech was indescribable. One saw an 


old father confessing his sins to his children and warning them away from 
the path which had misled him. 


The Congress at Leghorn passed a number of very important resolu- 
tions embodying the ideals of the movements for the re-birth of Jewish 
national life in Italy. It founded the Federation of Jewish Societies 
which has clubs and libraries in the big cities, and it is engaged in 
organising classes for the study of Hebrew language and literature. 

The publishing house “ Israel,” in Florence, is under the editorship of 
Professor Dante Lattes, issuing Italian translations of the classics of 
modern Hebrew literature. Its weekly organ, ISRAEL, which only a little 
while ago was rarely seen, is now selling a thousand copies a week and is 
read by all Jewish families in Italy. 

The progress which has been made by Italian Jewry in the course of 
only a few years surpasses the most sanguine hopes which had been 
entertained by its pioneers. The renaissance of Italian Jewry is now a 


living fact. The half-dead limbs of the Jewish Community in Italy have 
revived and again are active. 
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Unwearied, he has journeyed from .

Slavery. in its crudest form, reigned uncheckedin the ancient world. 
It formed one of the supporting pillars of great civilisations down to 
very recent days. Like Pharaoh of old, there were always exce! cnt 
statesmen who could justify it as a policy necessitated by econ mic 
or political considerations. But it was condemned and denounced 
by Israel's God three thousand years ago. Conditions of servitide 
are in opposition to the very existence of the moral law, which |ias 
as its foundation the principle of self-respect. Servitude crushes the 
human spirit, forbids its growth and development, so that when tly 
higher call comes, it is disregarded “ because of anguish of spirit and hard 
bondage.” Hardship or difficulty need not be slavery if a man be free to 
face them. It is not the shackles on the wrist that constitute the slave, 
but the loss of self-respect. To be treated as degraded, till he /r-'s 
degraded ; to be subjected to the lash' till he believes that he deserves 
it: to be tortured in the body till he has lost his soul. And over axainst 
the servitude and bondage that men have imposed and still impos 
on one’ another, God has implanted the spirit of liberty. And that is 
something more than the mere negation of slavery. It is th 
ability of the mind to master the senses, to recognise its own 
reality and greatness ; passing life not in asking what it shall eat and 
drink, but in hungering and thirsting and seeking after God and rightcoous 
ness. Such’ was the passage from Egypt to Sinai, from the depths of 
bondage to the heights of freedom, from the Kingdom of the Pharaolis to 
the Kingdom of God. Israel, granted liberation from the thraldom that 
degrades, places himself with full knowledge and with a deliberation of 
choice under the glorious servitude of the Law. Thus does a horde of 
slaves become transformed into a kingdom of priests, the despised of! 
Egypt the chosen people of God. 


To serve, that was in Egypt a mark of degradation, is the motto o! 
nobility at Sinai. It is freedom’s particular right and privilege to choose 
whom it shall serve. Service of some kind there must be, because 
without it liberty becomes but a snare and a danger. How shall a man 
be free who is slave to his own evil passions? And how can he beticr 
conquer these than by willing service to a higher cause, and the wh. 
hearted devotion that he can offer it? “I walk at liberty, because I hove 
sought thy precepts.” Even when these precepts appear to curtail ‘(ic 
opportunities of the observant Israelite they may open for him great doors 
of happy activities. “ The self-indulgent has no conception of the ()'\- 
ness of life which belongs to the self-denying. The Jew who has rejec'cd 
the restraints of his religion has surrendered something beside ‘le 
restraints. He has thrown away the duty and is the poorer for tbe |.>s. 
He has cast off the burden and is the weaker for the relief.”

A Sweeping Programme. 


During the progress of the recent Roumanian elections, Professor 
Cuza, leader of the anti-Semitic party (who succeeded in winning only 
nine*seats), issued his “ programme,” which was based exclusively on the 
Jewish question. He announced that his party wonld demand : : 

1. Expulsion ofall Jews from the Army and putting tnem wo work on 
roai-making. 2. Expulsion of all Jews from the villages. 38. Confiscation of 
all land owned by Jews which should be handed over to the peasants. 4. Con- 
fication of all woods owned by Jews which should be handed over to the peasants. 
5. Expulsion of all Jews from Roumanian schools; until they are expelled 


entirely from the country they should provide their own schools. 6. Seizure 
of all houses occupied by Jews in the towns which should be given to 
Roumanians. 7. Dismissal ofall Jews from public positions. 8. Expulsion 


from the country of all Jews who have entered since 1914, and of all who have 
crossed the frontier illegally. 


“ Jewish Peril” in Turkey. 
Angora Deputies’ Attack. 


Allegations of a Jewish peril in Turkey have been made in the 
National Assembly at Angora by two Deputies during the debate on the 
Estimates of the Ministry of Trade. Bessim Attali Bey, Deputy for Ak. 
Serai, complaining of the fall of Turkish currency, demanded the 
nationalisation of the Bourse because, he said, it was at present dominated 
by the Jews, and this was the cause of the depreciation of the Turkish 
exchange. “If we do not enforce immediately a strictly anti-Jewish 
policy,” he said, “ we will find ourselves soon in a position financially as 
impossible as that of Hungary. The Governmert should take over the 
whole question of the Exchange instead of leaving it to be exploited_by 
professional speculators.” 

Mahmed Vasfi Bey, Deputy for Belou, seconding Attali Bey’s motion, 
said: “ My colleague has spoken of the Jewish peril. This peril exists 
not politically but economically, not only in Turkey, but throughout the 
world where the Jews are the masters in the economic field.” 

The Minister of Finance replying to the debate, said : “ Competition 
is free to everyone. All give to the best of their ability and their labour. 
The law gives protection to all and favours none. If the Jewish 
community is more capable and active it obtains more money. All that 
we have to do in such a case is to follow their example, and to work as 
much as they do.” 


Distress of Damascus Jews. 


An Appeal for Aid. 


Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, President of the Independent Order of 
B'nai B'rith, First Lodge of England, has received the following letter of 


appeal from the President of the Damascus Lodge : 

We have been very grateful indeed to read in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of 
the 23rd April that you are still endeavouring your best to help the poor 
misery-stricken brethren of our city. 

Not less gratifying has it been for us to notice in the same issue of the 
aforesaid journal that you have been instrumental in causing the Board of 
Jewish Deputies to endorse your appeal to the British Jews for raising some 
funds in favour of the Damascus Jews. . 

Although the political situation in the interior has slightly improved, and 
the daily incursions on Damascus have practically ceased, nobody yet dares to 
venture outside the city, the suburbs being still infested with rebels and brigands. 

As previously communicated, the majority of our co-religionists In this city 
are <r hand to mouth people, who earn their living in circulating in the 
Suburbs and surrounding villages for selling their goods to the peasants there. 

In view of the still unsettled conditions, they are at present thrown out of 
work, penniless, and living in very great misery. 


Having nothing to do. they seek refuge in the synagogues, where they find a 
solace in their faith in the Almighty God, whom they pray to better their 
condition, and to help them out of this extraordinarily difficult time through 
which they are passing. 

Their pravers have not been in vain. Our co-religionists in America, 
England, Egypt, and Syria, feeling their distress, contributed to their support 
and maintenance. The collected fands have been received by our sister Lodge 
of Bey rout and ourselves. and both lodges are co-operating in the regular dis- 
tribution of same and in relieving the misery of our brethren of this city. 

But it must not be forgotten that this unsettled situation has been pre- 
vailing since more than eight months, and according to all probabilities 
conditions will not resume their normal course before the end of this summer. 

The funds received up to the present are on the point of being exhausted, 
and we are of opinion that it will not be long before we find ourselves compelled 
to send another appeal to our brethren abroad. 

[tis very gratifying indeed and greatly encouraging for both lodges here, 
supervising the relef activities in Damascus, to find out that our brethren in 
England have not for votten the misery of our coreligionists, and are still making 


efforts for collecting funds before the second appeal reaches them. 


On behalf of the misery-stricken widows, orphans and workless fathers, to 
whose maintenance you are contributing, we present you our heartfelt thanks 


and gratitude. 


May we request you to present also our thanks and gratitude to the Board 
of Jewish Deputies, whose action in endorsing your appeal will, we hope, 
have a great echo in the hearts of the British Jews in general, and will thus 
materially facilitate our relief work in this country.

“Racial and National Enmity.” 


|From our Correspondent. | RIGA, 


Twenty-three Jews of the town of Varklyane were recently charged 
at Dwinsk with having attacked and beaten a number of Latvian students. 
It was contended in the Act of Indictment, that the Jews had attacked 
the students because of “racial and national enmity.” Great interest 
was aroused by the trial, which was thought likely to. have far-reaching 
effects regarding the position of our coreligionists in Latvia. 

The Court ultimately decided to dismiss the charge which would have 
found the prisoners guilty of attacking the students because of “ racial 
and national enmity,” but found them guilty of common assault. Twelve 
of the Jews were sentenced to terms of imprisonment varying from three 
to ten months, and the other eleven were acquitted. An appeal has been 
lodged. 


Agudath Yisrael Central Council. 


Annual Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the Central Council of the Aqudath Yisrael 
World Organisation was held in Berlin last week. In presenting the 
political report, Rabbi Dr. Pinchas Kohn said that everywhere the Jewish 
orthodox masses were standing out for the religious ‘character of the 
Jewish communities, and in the various legislative bodies for the religious 
interests of Jewry. At the League of Nations the Agudah had success- 
fully intervened in the matter of the proposed calendar reform, and the 
idea of introducing “ blank days” had been abandoned. It had also inter- 
vened against any violation of the rights of orthodox Jewry in Palestine, 
and the Council of the League had expressed itself definitely against any 
interference with the principle of freedom of conscience. Negotiations 
with representatives of the Zionist Organisation had reached a deadicck 
with the rejection by the Zionist Organisation of the detailed proposals 
put forward by the dgudah. 

Dr. Deutschlaender reported on the work of the Aeren Hatorah, and 
Mr. Wolf Jacobson on that of the English branch. 

Dr. M. Auerbach reported on the cultural question in Palestine. 
There were about 3,500 pupils being educated in the institutions of the 
Aqudah and affiliated institutions, 4,000 in Mizrachi institutions, and 11,000 
inthe Zionist schools. He said that while education in the orthodox 
institutions was conducted on principle in accordance with the Torah, 
and in the Mizrachist schools according to the ideal of a Torah—true 
education, the Zionist institutions, especially in the teaching of the girls, 
were anti- or a-religious. 

In the course of the Palestine report it is stated that the Agudah has 
about 60,000 dunams of land in the Emek Israel valued at about a quarter 
of a million Egyptian pounds. The work of colonisation has been started 
with the formation of the colony of Machaneh Israel, near Afuleh. About 
15,000 dunams of land have been acquired between Jerusalem and Hebron, 
between Jaffa and Haifa, and near Acca. Near Jerusalem, land has been 
acquired for an urban settlement, to be named Nevah Israel and Nevah 
Shanon. 


Durban Hebrew Congregation. 


Presentation to Mr. P. Wartski. 


The half-yearly meeting of the congregation was held on the llth 
April. The President (Mr. 5. Bloom), who was in the chair, on behalf of 
the Committee presented Mr. P. Wartski, who is proceeding to England, 
with an inscribed walking-stick. In making the presentation the Chair- 
man referred to Mr. Wartski as the grand old man of Durban, and to his 
long association with the congregation, and wished him a pleasant voyage 
and safe return. 

Mr. F. C. Hollander was elected an Honorary Life Member of the 
Executive Committee, in view of services rendered for a period of over 
twenty-five years, and eighteen years as President.

Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 


Conference in Liverpool. 


RELIEF COUNCIL FORMED. 


A Relief Conference of representatives of Synagogues, Frieni\, 
Societies, Trade Unions, and Communal Workers was held on Sunda, 
last, at the Order Shield of David Institute, 26, Princes Road, Liver)... 
for the purpose of considering the steps to be taken for the furtherance of 
the work of the Federation, in aid of the suffering Jewsin Poland and 
the Ukraine. ‘Councillor H. J. Davis, Chairman of the Liverpool Re\ict 
Committee, presided. 

Dr: D. Jochelman read letters received from the Transmigrants Aid 
Society and the Ladies’ Zionist Association. The first named Organisa 
tion suggested that a portion of the funds raised in Liverpool by the 
Federation, should be allocated to their Society, as they were doing a work 
which ought to be assisted nationally, but which hitherto had been é@one 
almost entirely by the local community. Dr. Jochelman said that th. 
Relief Federation would agree to such an allocation of funds. Referring to 
a letter from the Ladies’ Zionist Association stating that they could not 
assist in any work which was a side-issue to Zionism, Dr. Jochelman 
said that they were labouring under a grave misapprehension. It was 
not true to say that there was any point of conflict between the work of 
the Federation and that of Zionism. Indeed, prominent Zionists had 
given their whole-hearted support to the Federation. Men like Dr. 
Weizmann, Mr. Sokolow, Dr. Schmarya Levin and other great men in 
the ranks of the Zionists had spoken forthem. The Federation was the 
only organisation which had started the Chalutzim movement. Zionists 
could not be divided off from other Jews, and he was confident that the 
Zionists in Liverpool would not fail them in their hour of need. It 
was regrettable that many tried to persuade themselves that there was 
no longer any need for helpin the Ukraine. Unfortunately that was not 
so. He wished those optimists could come to the Relief Federation to 
see the-appeals received from individuals, organisations, hospitais, 
sanatoriums ‘for .tuberculous ichildren. ‘etc., during one week only. 
They would then think differently. And, as if the tragedy in the Ukraine 
alone was not sufficient, Fate had decreed that a new disaster should be 
sprung upon another great Jewish community—the Jews in Poland. 
Their own domestic troubles, in connection with the Strike, had compelled 
many a warm-hearted supporter to close his eyes to the tragedy in 
Poland, and, worse still, the change of the Government in Poland hac 
caused many an uninformed Jew in this country to think that the econotm: 
position of the Jews in Poland was, at the present time, not so bad 
as it had been at the time of the recent London Relief Conference. 
Although great hopes might be cherished from the change of Governme?: . 
anyone who thought that a change for the better had occurred was grave \ 
mistaken. There was hardly a single institution of those which hai 
existed up to a few months ago on their own means which was able |» 
continue its existence without help from abroad. The mad policy of tlhe 
Polish Government in general, and the anti-Semitic policy of the Gover®- 
ment in particular, had brought about that insupportable position. Cod 
anyone imagine anything more tragic than that a third of the Jew: 
population—over a million people—were actually starving, or that 90 j.~ 
cent. of Jewish workmen were unemployed, and were receiving no sup}. 
whatever, or that 60 per cent. of the children of the Jewish unemploy«: 
in Lodz (the Polish Manchester) were consumptive? But who was tou 
the rescue work in Europe? The German and French Jewish communitic> 
were overwhelmed with the Russo-Jewish refugees to such an extent tha’ 
they had sometimes to help them—even from London. There remain: d 
England and its Dominions. As a business man he was well acquainte« 
with the depressed economic state of the country, but still, compared 
with what our brethren over there had to suffer, they were all millionaire. 
Every one of them was in a position te do at least something, and he wa» 


sure many would do a hundred times more if they only knew how much 


could be achieved on the other side, even with the smallest sum 
contributed from this country.

“ty DEAR COUSIN, 


Have you ever considered how great is the abhorrence of Jews to 
od? To shed human blood was considered a heinous offence even 
the Torah was nto lsrael: to pavtake of blood in any form was 
- ancient prohibition: “ Only be sure that thou eat not the blood. ; 
hou shalt not eat it, thou shalt pour it out upon the earth as water.” 
wn to this very day the Jewish method of preparing meat for food has 
its main object the removal of the blood, while an egg with a blood spot 
In another sense also Jews abhorred blood. David was not 
‘ted to build the Temple, “ because thou hast shed much blood upon the 
rth.” If there is one thing which Jews loathe. it is undoubtedly blood. 
Yet how many Jews have suffered crnel deaths because of the accusa- 
on levelled against them that they used blood for baking Ma/zoth and at 
ue Seder ceremonia'. It is clear that only in the darkest of dark ages 
ould such a charge arise; and it is to the discredit of the thirteenth 
contury that its records should be tarnished by this stupid and wicked 
There were many Christian teachers hestile to Jews in all the 
-arly centuries; but never once do they accuse the Jews of something 
-hich is so unnatural to them. A certain Agobard, who, when he died 
n 840, was. Archbishop of Lyons, wrote two books to stir up hatred 
against Jews; one he called “Concerning Jewish Insolence,” and the 
ther “ Of Jewish Superstitions.” If the blood libel had been current in 
his day, the saintly Archbishop would have made the most of it. But he 
oes not even mention it. 

Nor, indeed, did it arise in its fury until the middle of the thirteenth 
century. So great was the nuisance that Pope after Pope was con. 
strained to check it. Ina Bull of Pope Innocent IV., dated 5th July, 1247, 
the bleed libel is characterised as a godless and wicked invention. Some 
two decades later—in 1272—-Pope Gregory X., issued an order in terms 
which make it a vivid human document. “It sometimes happens,” he 
wrote, “ that Christians put away their own boys in order to blame the 
Jows for their disappearance, alleging that the Jews stole the lads and 
killed them in order to sacrifice their heart and their blood, the fathers 

f the boys or other Christians meanwhile hiding the boys—-out of enmity 
towards the Jews—and obtain money from the Jews by way af release 
from torture. It is manifest that thesc accusations are false, seeing that 
Jews are forbidden by their law to drink blood, even of cloven-footed 
animals. Yet on this account many Jews have been wrongly imprisoned. 
We therefore ordain that Christians making these accusations shall not 
be heard, and we decree that Jews put into prison on these frivolous 
charges shall be set free, and that they shall not in future be imprisoned 
for such a cause, uniecss it be, wiliat we do not believe, that they are 
caught red-handed,” 

The blood accusation -was a gross lie, and often enough it was set in 
motion with the utmost hatred. On the authority of another Pope, 
Clement XLV. (1769-75), it is reported that in Poland, a father cut about 
hisown child, wrapped her in cloth and placed her in the stable of an 
inn kept by a Jew. Marvellous to relate, the child did not die, and from 


talx 


bel. 


her own lips was heard the story of her martyrdom at the hands of her 


father! Had the child been murdered, the crime would have been laid 
to the door of the wretched Jew. 

The history of blood in religious rites dates back to quite ancient 
times. It was generally believed that blood was pleasing to God; hence 
the widespread prevalence of human sacrifices--to Saturn, to Chronos, 
to Moloch, to Baal. Ina later and evidently more enlightened age, the 
blood of animals was offered to the Divinity in place of human blood. To 
drink human blood was held to be one means of restoring the sick to 
health; to bathe in human blood was regarded as one means of rejuvena- 
tion. There must be some connection between these heathen practices 
and the sacrament in Christianity, in whieh there is asymbolical drinking 
of blood. “ Drink ye all of it, for this is My blood of the Covenant,” Jesus 
urged upon his disciples at a famous supper. 

As a matterof fact, the early Christians were accused of the very 
crime which, centuries later, they laid at the door of the Jews. Some of 
the Church Fathers actually declare that Holy Communion was the 
ostensible cause of the misunderstanding. St. Augustine himself writes 
plaintively: “It is believed that the Christians celebrated horrible 
-acrifices. They are said to express gratitude by the blood of a child in 
‘ts flist year which they obtain by numerous stabs in its body. They 
draw off the blood, mix it with flour, and bake bread and eat it.” So 
nsistent did the horrible accusation become that a special branch of 
Christian apologetics grow up to defend the faith. 

Strangely cnough, the legend did not die easily. The Puritans 
.ceused the Cavaliers of killing and eating little children; the Chinese 
evel the same charge against Europeans in China, down tothis day; and 
the Jews were among the worst sufferers of the wicked legend. Asa 
“eneral rule, the Jews were held guilty of obtaining human blood for 
their religious ceremonials. But not content with this, Christians accused 
them also of draining the host of blood! In 1536, the Papal Nuncio in 
Voland, Alvis Lippomani by name, charged the Jews of being guilty of 
squeezing blood from the host, and the victims were actually burnt, 
despite the objection of King Sigismund that you could not obtain blood 
from a host. | 

It has been suggested that the early blood sacrifices of heathenism 
were connected in Christian beliefs with the death of Jesus. Is there not 
still in some Christian ‘quarters talk ofthe “ Blood of the Lamb”? The 
Kitual Murder mania rests on the Christian theory of the efficacy of blood, 
and the blood of Jesus is (in the accusation) replaced by the blood of a 
Christian. It is worthy of note that only in Christian countries were 
Jews afflicted by the blood libel; never in Arabia, Persia or Turkey, In 


Damascus it was the monks who raised the cry of blood guiltiness against 


the Jews. 


Throughout their history the Jews have had to face hostility from 
enemies actuated by hate. The Blood Libel was actuated by stupidity 
as wellas hate. Hate is bad, stupid hate is monstrous. I am reminded 
of the words of Prof. Kirkofzeff, a witness in the Beilis case: “If a child's 
body fully drained of blood were to be found and a Jew discovered as the 
murderer, I should be more disposed to say that the Jew wanted to eat 
the flesh than that he desired to drink the blood. Of the two stupidities, 
the second is the less stupid.” |

Gooseberry Flan. 
LINE a sandwich tin with short pastry. Top and tail a pound of 
so0seherries. Place them on the pastry with the grated rind and juice 


Othalfalemon. Cover with golden syrup, and bake in a moderate oven, 
Serve cold. 


Pickled Gooseberries. 
Green gooseberries. 34 lbs. 
Vinegar, 4 pint. 
Demarara sugar. 2 !bs. 


Ground cloves, l Oz. 
Cinnamon, 1 oz. 


Top and tail the gooseberries. Put them in a saucepan, adding the 
vinegar and sugar, and the spices tied in a muslin bag. Simmer gently 
for two and a half hours. Remove the spices, turn into small jars, and 
store in a dry place. 


Gooseberry Meringue. 


Cooseberries, quart. Two « ers 
Water, 1 gill. Milk, 4 pint. ‘spoonfuls. 
Sugar, 6 ozs, Sponde cake crumbs, 3 table- 


WASH the gooseberries, and cook them with the sugar and water 
until soft; then rub them through a sieve. Beat up the yolks of the 
eggs, add the milk, then stir in the gooseberry purée. Add the cake 
cruihbs, turn into a well-buttered soufflé dish, and bake in a moderate 
oven for about forty minutes. Whip the whites of the eggs very stiff, 
folding in a piled tablespoonfal of castor sugar Heap on top of the 
pudding, and return to the oven for ten minutes.

Tor and tail the gooseberries. “Put them in a saucepan with only 
just sufficient water to prevent them burning. Add a pinch of carbonate 
of soda, and cook till soft; then rub through a sieve, and add castor 
sugar to taste. Whip up the whites of the eggs very stiff. Add to the 
gooseberry puree, and beat up for another five minutes. Heap up in a 
glass bowl, and serve with sponge fingers.

General Smuts on Zionism. 
MESSAGE FROM THE EARL OF ATHLONE. 


In the course of his address to the South African Zionist Conference, 
General Smuts, the ex-Premier, said that the Jewish people were 
singularly fortunate in having leaders of the stamp of Dr. Weizmann and 
Mr. Sokolow, the twin pillars of the Zionist Movement. To the work of 
those two men the triumph of the Cause was due. The man who had 
worked hardest in the War Cabinet for the formula of the National Home 
was Lord Milner. He was dead to-day, and his name was seldom 
or never mentioned in that connection, but a tribute was due to him for 
the work he had done. The Jewish people were by nature cosmopolitan 
and international, and they would for ever cover the face of the earth. 
Now there would be a centre where the old historical ideas would be 
kept alive. 

The following message was received from the Governor-General, 
the Earl of Athlone: 

[am glad to have this opportunity of sending my best wishes to the Zionist 
Conference of delegates assembled to-day in Capetown. The presence of Mr.

not being treated fairly in Palestine with regard to the Crown lands, schools 
or defence force. We say now openly that we demand that Article 6 of the 
Mandate be carried out. Jewish Nationalists and the Zionist Organisation 
are now divided on only one single point, which is as to the amount of success 
attained in the administration of Palestine by Sir Herbert Samuel. At the 
Conference I said Sir Herbert Samuel's policy reminded me of the great 
American President, who said that he never quarrélled with his wife; he 
always compromised. For the sake of your readers who may not know it, 
the story, as he told it, goes that they were once discussing the redecoration 
of their house. He wanted one of the rooms papered in blue ; his wife wanted 
iL in green ; so they connpromised on the green. Sir Herbert Samuel adopted 
this plan when dealing with the Arabs! This little illustration was well 
received by the Conferences, and when [ went further, and said that the Alien 
Im nizcation Bil pissed by him was not fair to our people, | was not shouted 
do vn as woald have been ths cass a year or two ago. The only 
pity was that after Professor Brodetaky and myself had spoken (both our 
speeches together did not take longer than 50) minutes), all other speeches 
were limited to three minutes each, and the Chairman informed the Con- 
ference that the debate must be finished in half-an-hour. This was unfair 
to a large number of delegates, and those from Liverpool especially felt it. very 
much. Faney a political debate to be held in eighty minutes! In this 
respect the Federation is yet in its infancy : for it does not recognise that the 
political side of the movement is its greatest asset. But I am glad that a 
resolution brought forward by the Aqudath Hazionim, of Leeds, to the effect 
that three months before each World Congress, the English Zionist Federation 
shall call a special convention to consider and debate the questions that will 
come before Congress and what attitude Zionists in England should adopt 
towards those matters, was earried with acclamation. We shall now at least 
have an informed body of Zionists representing England. 

There was at the Conference one other matter which gave great pleasure 
to me as an old Zionist, and that was the large number of student Zionists 
and junior Zionists that was present. When | saw their exuberance, heard 
their verbosity and noted their arrogance, | wondered whether I was like them 
when I was young; and | suppose I was. If so, I pity the then “ E.Z.F.” 
Still, the very fact that our youth are with us is a good answer to my friend, 
Mr. P. Horowitz, who complained at the Conference that the Federation lacks 
new blood. Altogether the Conference was a great SUCCESS 5 for it mani- 
fested a spirit of tolerance and hope. May it always be so !—Yours 
obediently, SOL.

Palestine: High Cost of Living. 
To the Editor of Tar Jewish 

Str, — Mr. Joseph Cowen writes in your issue of April 30thon his impressions 
which he got at a recent visit in Palestine. He regrets that we here have to 
depend on an Egyptian currency, “ one result ef which is that living is dearer 
thin it need be.” 

Would Mr. Cowen perhaps explain how that is. It may be that he is 
ri ht, but I fail to see his point. Except perhaps for small articles like a 
box of matches, ete., it seems to me that the currency has nothing to do with 
the very high cost of living, 

This high cost of living is mainly due to the fact that, although a European 
population is settling in Palestine with European habits of living (qi ite other- 
wise than in pre-war times), we are lacking port accommodation. This causes 
heavy losses and heavy expense. Railroad freights, transport in small 
boats in Jaffa and Haifa, damage by seawater, ete. If Mr. Cowen would 
put his questions before the Colonial Office, which | think is the place where 
these questions ought to be dealt with, he might perhaps ask at the same time 
why the big Palestine surplus of last year, which was principally derived 
from transfer duties on land bought by Jews, and from import duties on 
merchandise imported by Jews, is not used to build a port. It may be true 
thit for the English Imperium such a port is a quantité-négligeable. Or tho 
authorities at the Colonial Office may have their views on a Palestine port 
in connection with British interests in coming years. There cannot, however, 
be any doubt that the port is an urgent need of the mandated territory, which 
cannot develop without it.

Great Synagogue.—In the course of a recent sermon the Rev. 
Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., spoke of the correct attitude which should be 
adopted towards the teaching of ‘religion to children. Parents, he said, 
frequently found fault with Hebrew and Religion Classes. It was 
becoming the established opinion that the Jewish child should practically 
imbibe all its religious education from the classroom. Whilst, said the 
preacher, it Was imperative that a Jewish school should devote time and 
attention to the teaching of religion, it was a mistake to suppose 
that the Jewish child would grasp the true meaning and purport 
of religion merely from what it could gather from the teacher. 
Let those who were grown up Cast a backward glance at their own child. 
hood and ask themselves whence they derived their knowledge of religion.
